Go; Jr. High—-New Building! 


The death blow has been 
dealt, or should be, to any 
“straying away’ from a 
strict pay - as - you - go plan 
for further development of 
the Chaffey Junior College 
Campus. 


Some time ago the Col- 
lege sent out public opinion 
balloons on various propos- 
als to complete the land- 
scaping and sports facilities 
of the college. 


- The alternatives were to 
rush everything to comple- 
tion RIGHT NOW, or to con- 
tinue on over o 5-year span. 
The pay-as-you-go plan has 
been approved and is in op- 
eration now. The ‘fast way”’ 
would probably mean a 
“million-dollar’’ bond issue. 

It is our opinion, and we 
also are echoing many per- 
sons we have asked, that the 
Junior College should con- 
tinue on pay-as-you-go. 

Chaffey Junior College now has a 
fantastic array of buildings and facil- 
ities, far better than their students ever 


have had, far better than many bigger 
and 4-year institutions. 


It visitor takes an “eye-popping” 
tour, the only apparent gap in “educa- 
tion” lies in the field of landscaping 


and sports frills.
